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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's Argument: However, Reitman does 
not teach or suggest performing both a substrate processing operation and a process perturbation operation in a process chamber, or 
collecting data during both of these operations, as recited by claims 1 and 29. 
Moreover, since Reitman does not teach or suggest collecting data during a process 
perturbation, a multivariant analysis of process perturbation data cannot be performed, 
as recited by claims 1 and 29. 

Examiner's Answer: Applicant's arguments filed April 7, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Examiner 
directs the Applicant the cited locations in the previous rejection, and ejfaecially to column #3, lines 35-49, where Reitman states explicitly 
the use of a chamber for production and the use of a digital computer for collecting data from the sensors. For these reasons, the 
Examiner takes the position that the rejection is proper. . 
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
